TO MEET INDEBTEDNESS. 
The Legislature will provide «a 
means of meeting the State military 
indebtedness of approximately §1,- 
000,000 before a lengthy recess or 
final adjournment is taken. This was 
the consensus of opinion expressed 
by the House and Senate leaders at 
the conclusion of a long joint execu- 
tive seasion late today, at which the 
subjects contained in the Governor's 
call were discussed. 

It was understood that the only 
vote taken was on & proposal to pay 
the militia, name an investigation 
committee to inquire into conditions 
in the strike zone and take a recess 
of thirty or sixty days. This was de- 
feated by practically a unanimous 
vote and the joint executive session 
was dissolved without formulating a 
definite plan of procedure. 
Supporters of the administration 
expressed elation over the develop- 
ments of the first day of the extra 
seasion, and freely predicted there 
would be no attempt made to get 
a resolution proposing the impeach- 
ment of Gov. Ammons through the 
House. This prediction was based 
upon the caucus vote for Speaker, in 
which J..H. Slattery received twenty- 
three, against his opponent's seven- 
teen, with five absentee Democrats 
known to be Slattery supporters. The 
confidence of administration leaders 
was strengthened further by the ac- 
tion of the Republicans and Progres- 
sives, who through Leader Horace 
Mann, declared themselves Colo- 
radoane first, pledged their support 
to the State and its institutions and 
voted to make Slattery’s election 
unanimous. Similar sentiment was 
expressed by Republicans in the Sen- 
ate. 

FOR SPEEDY ACTION. 
Discussion in the executive session, 
it was said, almost unanimously fa- 
vored speedy action in providing pay- 
ment of the bills incurred during the 
military occupation of the strike dis- 
tricts by the militia. This, it ap- 
peared, would likely be the first task 
undertaken. 

On the other questions in the call 
sentiment did not seem to be so well 
crystallized. These included a law 
submitting to the people at the next 
election a constitutional amendment 
to empower the Legislature to enact 
a compulsory arbitration law; to cs- 
tablish a State constabulary, to give 
the Governor authority to close sa- 
loons and to regulate and prohibit the 
sale, gift, or purchase of fire arms 
and ammunition, except by proper au- 
thorities, in times of internal dis- 
order. 

The address of Gov. Ammons to 
the joint seasion followed closely the 
topics in the call, the Executive 
amplifying his reasons for asking such 
enactments. Last night the Governor 
was compelled to abandon the idea of 
preparing a formal meseage by rea- 
son of physical and nervous exhaue- 
tion.

The Governor then gave a history 
of the strike, telling how he had used 
every means possible to avert sending 
the militia to the coal fields, but said 
that after a number of lives had been 
lost, considerable property destroyed, 
and a battle was imminent, he was 
compelled to call out the troops. He 
also dealt with the situation arising 
out of the military campaign. 

“If we are to leave the settlement 
of this strike to the strongest, irre 
spective of the right, then we cannot 
expect right,” he said. 

“If the termination of this strife 
is dependent upon riot, bloodshed and 
destruction of property, then we can 
never hope to meke this State a place 
to which men and women will come 
to live.”

SMUGGLING INCREASES. 


Former Well-Known Contractor 

Among Those Who Piead Guilty of 

Bringing in Opium. 

Increased activity among 
opium smuggliets was indicated in the 
United States District Court yester- 
day, when a number of defendants 
pleaded guilty to bringing the drug 
across the line from Mexico. 

John H. Brown, a former well- 
known building contractor of this 
city, pleaded gulity to bringing ten 
cans across at Mexicall. 

Ingle W. Bull, his attorney, states 
in Open court that for the past three 
years he had practically kept Brown 
and his family, in return for the lib- 
eral payment of fees made in the 
more prosperous days of the de- 
fendant. 

Brown admitted that he had gone 
to Mexicali on a land-hunting trip 
and purchased the opium from a 
Mexican whom he did not know. He 
was sentenced to five months In the 
County Jalil. 

Charlies Haywood pleaded gullty te 
bringing nineteen cans of opium 
across the line and was given four 
months in the County Jalil. 

Manvel Frias, a Mexican. who was 
arrested at the Santa Fe station 
about a month ago with a suit case 


contal -four cans of smok- 


ing oplum, was given six months in 
the County Jail. 

Frank de la Fuente was given six 
months in the County Jail at 
Diego. Five cans of smoking opium 
were found in his possession in San 
Diego, and thirty more were after- 
ward located in his house, that had 
been used as a distributing point. 

Ralph Legaspy of Mexicali was 
given four months in the San Diego 
jail. Legaspy admitted that he had 
been paid $50 to deliver ten cans of 
nares opium on this side of the 
ne.

HE RECALL—THE POLITICAD GUIL- 
LOTINE. 

No government can be firm, no official 
can be efficient unless secure from the 
cheap vengeance of cliques and coteries of 
politicians. It is recognized as an unfor- 
tunate fact that no official, no matter how 
competent or how sincere, can ¢onduct his 
affairs without giving offense—most fre- 
quently to politicians who opposed the elec- 
tion of the officer, and who consistently 
criticise and annoy those who have suc- 
ceeded in being elected despite their ef- 
forts. For such as these the recall is a 
weapon highly valued and assiduously used. 
Again The Times declares, as we have said 
over and over, the recall is fundamentally 
an instrument for the gratification of per 
sonal and political grudges. * 

Now it so happens that Supervisor Nor- 
ton was conspicuous among those who set 
up and legalized the political guillotine in 
Los Angeles. He was without a job, but 
exceedingly hopeful, at that time. He ha- 
rangued our citizens long and lustily on the 
infallible justice of this legislative device, 
which was designed and manufactured in 
the shops of the “Protressives.” He of- 
fered what practically amounted to his per 
sonal assurance that no honest, competent, 
sincere office-holder need have any fear of 
the recall bperating against him. He af- 
firmed that it was only the crooked, inef- 
ficient, “reactionary” officials and citizens 
who opposed the adoption of the recall. 

Let it not be forgotten that at that time 
Norton had no political job. He observed 
the recall from the viewpoint of one who 
could not possibly fear its inconveniencing 
him, but there were in office numbers of 
persons whom it appears that Mr. Norton 
and the political powers with which he al- 
lied himself wished to have the opportunity 
of pestering. 

Since that time Norton has acquired a 
job. Today, by the signs whereby prophecy 
is made at all effective, he will be removed 
from officethrough a recall election. Dur- 
ing the past few weeks he has publicly 
announced views relative to the recall! that 
are decidedly “reactionary.” He has caHed 
it a wicked, vicious and nefarious move- 
ment. 

The Times stij] maintafms that the recall 
is un-American and unfair. However, we 
know of no official whom exasperated citi- 
zens have more cause and justification for 
recalling than Supervisor Norton. With 
what has seemed to be deliberate annoy- 
ance he has opposed, abused and inveighed 
against his colleagues‘ im practically every 
project and plan undertaken. 

Yet The Times had nothing to do with 
the inception of the recall petition against 
Mr. Norton. On occasions previous to this 
we have condemned the recall movement 
even Ww undertaken against officials of 
whom disapproved. We are opposed to 
the recall as a matter of principle. We be- 
lieve that it is destructive of good govern- 
ment in that it affords a few irresponsible 
persons the opportunity of easily harass- 
ing officials whom the citizens as a whole 
have placed in office and given authority 
for a designated period. We believe that 
crimina!] and crooked officials—such as real- 
ly deserve to be removed from office—can 
be disposed of through the established 
channels of impeachment and prosecution. 
We know it to be detrimenta! to the inter- 
ests of a community to have its officials 
almost constantly fighting against recal! ag- 
itations in order to retain their offices. 
There are at present five or six recall pe- 
titions in circulation among the people of 
Los Angeles city and county. The expense 
of these petitions and the subsequent elec- 
tions is all the more burdensome because 
of its uselessness; and in cold figures, if the 
present recall mania continues, it will have 
cost the taxpayers of Los Angeles over 
$1,000,000 at the end of the next ten years. 

The recall enables persons who know 
nothing of the law to pass upon the dect- 
sions of judges; it enables persons igno- 
rant of the purposes and efforts of officials 
to remove such officials from office though 
they be guilty of nothing other than failing 
to please thése who cannot give an inte!)li- 
gent reason for supporting the recall. 

Such is our,attitude upbn the matter. 
And while we recognize that Mr. Norton is 
particularly offensive to the citizens of his 
supervisoral district, and while we sym- 
pathize with their exasperation, we are not 
in sympathy with the recall. 

However, it is legal. Mr. Norton himself 
assisted largely in making it so. He has 
assured us of its justice over and over 
again. His description of the type of of- 
ficial for whom the recall was devised fits 
himself to no small degree. He is not a 
credit to the community he represents; he 
is inefficient: and a noisy obstructionist. He 
tries to pose as a “watch dog of the treasury,” 
though he attempted to increase his own 
salary; he has been closely connected with 
a petition wherein were found over 800 
forged signatures, and in his private life he 
has done that which it Is difficult to con- 
ceive of any honorable man doing. 

In Mr. Norton's case the political guil- 
lotine which he helped to make is much 
like the gibbet that Haman caused to be 
built, and there is no question that he must 
endure the judgment of the citizens for 
whom he instituted the recall.

Earth's Heat Is Enormous. 

[Washington Star:] Expressing the opin- 
fon that the inner part of the earth is very 
hot, Grove Kar! Gilbert of the United States 
Geological Survey discusses some of the 
results incidenta! to the triangulation work 
done by the Coast and Geodetic Survey in a 
paper just published by the Geological Sur- 


vey. 

After stating the anomalies of gravity, 
which are also expressed graphically on the 
map of the United States accompanying the 
faper, Mr. Gilbert discusses the interpreta- 
tion of these anomalies under the assump- 
tion of imperfect isostatic adjustment, ver- 
tical heterogeneity of the crust, and varta- 
tion of depth of compensation. 

The geological relations suggested by the 
map showing the geographic distribution of 
the anomalies are next set forth. 

The speculative nature of this scientific 
contribution is well expressed by Mr. Gil- 
bert in the few sentences that introduce the 
section discussion interpretation by nucleal 
heterogeneity: 

“The inner earth Is the inalienable play- 
ground of the imagination. Once it con- 
tained the forges of blacksmith gods, or it 
was the birthplace of our race, or the home 
or prison of disembodied spirits. Later 
Symmes hollowed from it a vast habitable 
empire, concave like the world of Koresh. 

“Science now claims exclusive title, but 
holds it chiefly for speculative purposes, 
and the freedom of speculation practically 
recognizes but two limitations: The inner 
earth is dense, and it is rigi@. As to all 
other properties opinion is untrammeled. 

“It is my own view that the inner part of 
the nucleus is not merely hot, but very hot. 
If the law of compression by pressure and 
the law of expansion by heat, as we know 
them at the surface, apply equally to the 
nucleus, then the mean temperature of the 
earth must be enormous in order to afford 
a mean density so low as 5.6. An enormous

And many other propositions which 
you intend asking the investor te 
finance. 

I would suggest that at the pres- 
ent time it would be a wise financial 
Policy to issue bonds for only such 
improvements as are a lutely neces- 
sary, rather than for’ things which 
are not needed, and which, if voted, 
would tend to raise a question of 
doubt in the mind of the investor as 
to the soundness of investments in 
Southern California. 

THE REAL COST. 

A very modest steam plant to work 
in unison with your proposed  hy- 
draulic electric plants, and which, in 
my opinion, would be absolutely nec- 
essary, would cost, at a low estimate, 
$2,000,000. To finally complete your 
aqueduct, reservoirs, dams, the two 
power plants in San Francisquite Can- 
yon, and put them in good order, I 
would estimate from my personal in- 
spection at $6,000,000. All of this. 
sume up as follows: 


Distribution system ...... $12,900,000 
Completion of your hydro- 
electric plants, dams, res- 
ervoirs, aqueduct, water 
systema—at least ...... 6,000,000 


This would entirely exhaust your 
debt limit and leave nothing for the 
actual needs of your city. Besides 
this, some of your city officials have 
plans for spending unestimated mil- 
lions at the headwaters of Owens 
River for hydro-electric plants, res- 
ervoirs and transmission lines. I do 
not believe that investors would look 
with favor on excessive city bond is- 
sues, especially if they are for un- 
necessary purposes, 

Our own firm has had great faith 
in your municipal bonds and has 
bought them freely, and we would 
like to see the affairs of your city so 
conducted as to keep your credit 
sound and leave sufficient money for 
necessary future improvements. 

The amount of water you can put 
through your hydro-electric plants for 
city use, I believe, is about one-fifth 
the capacity of your canal, and would 
not therefore produce a large amount 
of power. In order for your city to 
properly control the capacity of your 
aqueduct, must not additional wat 
either be used in city bution 
attached to the land in the way 


irrigation? 
The plan of bringing a sup of 
water to Los Angeles s'ifficient the 


purposes of a great city is most ad- 
mirable, and the preduction of an ad- 
ditional amount for irrigation in your 
section is doubtless wise and heastily 
commended by all well-wishers = of 
your city. 

Certain of your officials will tell 
you that my criticisms are not sound, 
but 1 belleve and know that they are, 
and that a thorough investigation by 
disinterested engineers would prove 
the correctness of my statements, The 
desire for municipal ownership on the 
part of certain of your people has 
probably prevented them from fore- — 
seeing the burdens upon the credit as 
well ag upon the taxable property of 
your city which such municipal own- 
ership would entail.
